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BY-LAW «Nov 151: 


To ,rovide a bounty for the destruction of animals com- 
monly known as Wild Cats. 


Passed on Thursday, 3rd Deecmber, 1868. 


HEREAS the animals commonly known as Wild Cats, are be- 

coming numerous in different parts of this County, and are very 

destructive, it is expedient and necessary to offer a bounty for the des- 
truction of the same. 


I,—BE IT THEREFORE ENACTED by the Council of the Corporation 
‘of the County of Norfolk in Council assembled, that if any person pro- 
duces the head of a wild cat, with the ears on, before any Justice of the 
Peaee, acting for this County, and makes oath or affirmation, or other- 
wise proves to the satisfaction of such Justice that the wild cat was killed 
within this County, he shall be entitled to receive from the Treasurer 
of the County, the sum of T'wo Dollars for the same. 


II.—And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, that in 
ease the Justice of the Peace before whom the head of the wild cat is 
produced be satisfied of the fact that the wild cat was killed as in the 
manner mentioned in preceeding section, he shall first cut off the ears 
thereof, and then give the person a certificate that the fact of the wild 
cat having been killed as in manner aforesaid has been proven to his 
satisfaction ; and such certificate shall authorize the person holding the 
same to demand and receive from the Treasurer of the County the said 
bounty of Two Dollars, and the Treasurer shall forthwith pay the same.
